There ore no brigands 
left, except, perhaps, a few in the 
“Vildyet” “of Sert;- away in- the~ south~ 
east, 

Then, again, casting my mind back 
25 years, I think of epidemics, 1 
never travelled up-country without 
encountering cholera, smalipox of 
typhus. I remember sleeping one 
night in a wayside “Han,” the prin- 
cipal guest-room of which'seemed to 
be unusually well swept'and garnish- 
ed. When I commented on this to 
mine host In the ‘morning, he sald: 
“Oh, yes. The room in which you 
slept 4s being used as the cholera 


and gave it a special clean-up.” To- 
day cholera has been stamped out, 
typhus and smallpox are very rare;

NEW TOWNS FOR.OLD
